OK THE MOKSABHARMA 



Purely exegetical notes are given sparingly and only where necessary. The sub-parrot bristles 
with philosophical technicalities often interpreted by commentators to accord with their own ideologies, 
the text being at times even deliberately altered to suit the purpose. In places, therefore, the notes had to 
be somewhat more detailed than was intended. Appropriate extracts from the commentators are supplied 
in the Critical Apparatus, to which reference is invited. 

A few corrections and additions to the Critical Apparatus are included in the following Notes at the 
proper places, enclosed within square brackets.
